Reported. 


FARMERS TO HAVE 


ONE SQUARE DEAL 


Free List Takes Duty Off of 


Things He Buys—In 


Congress. 


Washington, April 12.-—Two of the 


tariff measures which the democratic 
house expects to pass in advance ot 
any general 
legislation were Intro- 


•duced today by Chairman Underwood, 
of the committee of ways and means. 
They are 
Canadian reciprocity bill, 


following the identical lines of the 
McCall bill last session for a claiue 
authorizing the president to continue 
negotiations for reciprocity not cov- 
ered by the pending agreement, and a 
bill to put on the free list about 100 
articles now dutiable under the gen- 
eral tariff. 
Both will receive early 


consideration- 
The free list bill is 


designed to placate farmers for agri- 
cultural losses which they will sus- 
tain under the Canadian agreement, 
but It contains also some food stuffs 
and boots and shoes.

A MODERN HERO. 


The people of Fort Wayne will have shortly an op- 


portunity to greet one of the greatest of modern 
heroes. He has not performed deeds o£ valor on 
bloody fields where, "banner-led and trumpet-stirred," 
warrior hosts have fought in martial conflict. 
Not 


in the fiery track of war nor in the shock of grappling 
fleets was this man's heroism displayed. HJs field of 
action has not been romantic nor his deeds of the 
sort that stir the sluggish current of the soul. Yet 
he is a hero—the pick and ilowcr, the bloom and 
virtue of heroism. 
In a wild and inhospitable, barren 


and almost sea-girt land, where nature wears her most 
forbidding aspect, where the seasons clear round the 
calendar are unkind and human existence is an un- 
ending warfare against the elements oE sea and land 
and sky, where the people are lowly, bound by poverty 
to the hardest conditions and the most uninviting toil, 
where the lives of the men archived in perpetual dan- 
ger and of the women in a drear monotony that 
knows no relief, where once there was no ministra- 
tion either to the cravings of the spirit or the suffer- 
ings of the body, where life was primitive and without 
hope and death without consolation—in such a land 
this hero for many years has wrought at his heroic 
work, for a long time unknown, for much of the 
time unrecognized and without praise and for all 
earthly time without prospect or desire of reward. 
The land is bleak Labrador, the outskirts of the arctic 
wilderness. The hero is Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell His 
people are the humble fisher folk of that desolate 
shore. Dr. Grenfell, with a superior education, pos- 
sessing all that modern culture can bestow and fitted 
by a mind singularly 'gifted to shine,in the great paths 
of human progress, has exiled himself from his native 
England to carry the word of God, the ameliorations 
of science and the uplift of education to the poor fish- 
ermen and their families of the Labrador coast. No 
war-won glory could be fuller of peril than the ob- 
scure part Dr. Grenfell has played in the world's work 
in his chosen field of labor. 
Dr. Grenfell will come 


to 'Fort Wayne next week and will tell of his Labra- 
dor and his people and his labors among them. He is 
i great man—one of the greatest of men. 


A New York grand iury has found indictments 


against the owners of the waist company in whose 
factory originated the fire that cost the lives of one 
hundred and fifty of their employes. 
Evidence has 


been found that ordinary precautions for the escape 
of the operatives in just such an emergency as came 
had been flagrantly neglected and that the start of a 
fire was all that was wanting at any time to result in 
just such a horror as ensued. Inadequate fire escapes, 
poor means of reaching such as there were, locked 
doors which should have been unlocked, fastened 
windows which should have been unfastened, no at- 
tention to fire drill and other circumstances that or- 
dinary humane precaution would have made provision 
for and that the laws make compulsory all were ab- 
sent. Such provisions cost some money, but the neg- 
lect of them cost scores of lives. 


Inspection by Fire Chief Hil'orccht discloses that 


there are many factory and other buildings in Fort 
Wayne not properly equipped for the escape of those 
employed in them in the event of fire. The inspection 
now in progress should be thorough and the results 
salutary. Fort Wayne wants no horror like that in 
New York, and the time to take measures of security 
is now. Here, as elsewhere throughout the country, 
such conditions are more the result of a very common 
kind of carelessness rather than of any purpose to 
escape the expense that proper arrangement and 
equipment of buildings would entail and there are few 
who will be disposed to quarrel with the injunction to 
make their buildings conform to the exactions of the 
law and the obligations imposed by enlightened senti- 
ments of humanity.

Fifty years ago today the dull boom of cannon gave 


token that the war of .the disunion o£ the states had 


. ' begun. Surnter had been fired upon and the thunder- 


riven air bore the reverberations of that hostile roar 
in'widening circles to all the land. The "irrepressible 
conflict" was linger way. 
The war that compromise 


piled on compromise had sought in vain to turn aside, 
that Lincoln had tried with all his soul to avert yet 
knew was coming, that the government long had 
known was inevitable and was not prepared for, that 
the south had for decades contained in its purpose 
and had got ready to wage—the greatest war of 
modern times was in career. 
What took place be- 


tween Sumter and Appomattox is familiar history 
to every fairly instructed schoolboy in the. nation. 
There yet survive in north and south near n million 
and a half of men who bore, arms in that stupendous 
conflict. This day almost marks another anniversary. 
Four years almost to a day after the, fall of Sumter 
the great Confederacy gave its expiring gasp under 


. the apple tree where Grant and Lee-—heroic souls. 


each picked for its part in that historic meeting— 
brought the war to an end. 
Briefly so much for his- 


tory. 


Today we see the countrv reunited, its war wounds' 


healed, and only the heroic memories of that Titanic 
struggle living in the breasts of those who fought 
in it. All the fruits of the struggle arc secured in the 
constitution. The south has recovered from the deso- 
lation that an invasion by armies of a million men in- 
flicted and is in the midst of a development and pros- 
perity that never was in the ken of her leaders and 
statesmen who paved the way to conflict and led her 
to it and through its triumphs and disasters to ultimate 
defeat. 
Slavery is dead and the south is revived. 


New problems rise, higher destinies beckon. The land 
that fought and survived with added glory and in- 
crease of national strength such a struggle as was in- 
augurated halt a century ago today at Sumter is equal 
to all that mav confront it. 


Fifty years ago today the opening of the ball game 


at Charleston caused a deal of excitement, but hardly 


more intense, even if different, than the opening of 
the ball game today. 


WORTH KNOWING ABOUT. 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


A plan has been set on foot by British scientists for a 


radical revision of the cqalenflar, ostensibly in the interest 
o£ the commercial world, so as to facilitate work in com- 
puting interest and other features of finance. The first day 
of the year is to be a bank holiday, called "New Year's 
day." which shall not count as a day of the week, of the 
month or o£ the quarter. This leaves 364 days for the rest 
of the year, a number that divides exactly into quarters of 
ninety-one days each and into fifty-two weeks of seven 
days each. 
Each quarter would he divided into two months, 


of thirty days each and one month of thirty-one days. 
This revision would make a calendar in which a, given date 
would always fnll on the samp, day of the week. 


The backers nf tho scheme have sought the opinion of 


American university heads, but the innovation has not met 
with any s reat degree of enthusiasm, although Prof. Har- 
old Jacoby. of Columbia, university, is quoted as savins the 
change would be. of the greatest convenience. 
"It would 


be of the greatest convenience in many ways."' he says. 
"A sincle calendar would servo you for a. lifetime, and after 
a ff-v.' years nf practice with it you would become so accus- 
tomed to it thai y.Mi would hardly neecl to refer to the 
priced form. Tho day on which the first of each month 
fell would soon be unconsciously memorized." 


The vital objection to the whole plan, as pointed out, by 


Prof, jacohy. is that tho odd day. which is to be called New- 
Year's day. really means that the Sunday? on fcither fidc 
would, be eight days apart, or in other word?, the Sabbath 
would h« moved up one day. As this would violate all the 
traditions of the holy day. it is evident that the plan will 
not meet with much consideration from religious people. 
And oven if it flu! not. there appears to be slisht nec.essity 
for a revised calendar. 
In fact, many other similar efforts 


to make ,3 new calendar have failed, fr the reason that the 
thinfr itself is so inconsequential. 
However, the British 


plan has the merit of simplicity ancl novelty.

RECIPES. 


French Bread. 


Into one pint of water put four hop 


flowers, heat and boil for five min- 
utes. Weigh one-half of a pound of 
potatoes and boil them without peel- 
Ing; when done, peel and mash. Into 
a large bowl put one and one-half 
cupfuis of flour, pour over it one cup- 
ful of boiling water, and stir and beat 
\intil smooth: add to this the mashed 
potatoes, and strainer! hop water and 
peat until well mixed. Add one heap- 
Ing tcaspoonful nf salt, one teaspoon- 


ful of sugar and, when luke-warm, 
one-half of a yeastcake dissolved In 
two tablespoonfuls of warm 
water. 


Set this in a pan of warm water, cover 
and let stand until light. When very 
spongy add' flour to make dough, take 
out on a floured board and knead, for 
fifteen minutes. 
Then dip the hands 


in warm water, lift up the dough and 
throw it down on the board'with con- 
siderable force; continue to do this 
for fifteen minutes, occasionally wet- 
'ting the hands. It the preliminary 
kneading was well done it will not 
stick to the hands after the first min- 
ute or two. Return to the bowl and 
cover as before until again light. Then 
divide into three or four loaves, first 
kneading it up In a ball, then rolling 
it so as to give tapering ends; flour a 
roiling pin and gently press it length- 
wise through the center so as to make 
a slight depression from end to end. 
Put its furrowed side flown on a 
floured cloth and make up the other 
loaves In the same way. 
When all 


are done, cover with another floured 
cloth and let stand until light. Then 
place on fiat pans, right side up and 
bake.

Queer kinks 
were 
developed last 


night in the city 
council when the 


sealer ordinance went before the body 
and eventually it was sent back to the 
committee on rules, regulations ami 
ordinances, 
where Chairman Roggo 


and 
Member 
Felger 
have devoted 


themselves assiduously since January 
10 to ways and means for preventing 
a. vote on it. 


Now these astute committee mem- 


bers find there are no funds In the 
city treasury to pay the salary, hut 
they' are keeping this a secret and 
prefer to slaughter the ordinance 'jy 
tacking the duties of sealer on the as- 
sistant meat and food inspector, who 
has openly fought the 
law and In 


whose hands it would practically be 
Inoperative. 


Asked for their reasons for trying 


to kill the ordinance. Mr. Rogge and 
Mr. Felger said there Is no money to 
pay a man to do the work. They satd 
they thought it would be a good Idea 
to try it out for a. year with the as- 
sistant 
Inspector 
performing 
the 


duties, but admitted that the honest 
thing to do would be to openly state 
to the council that they were unfav- 
orable because of a lack of funds. 
Neither of them could give a good 
reason for opposition to the provisions 
of the ordinance. 


But for a back somersault on the 


part of Paul Kinder the ordinance, 
amended to conform with the state 
law, would have gone to a vote. Mr. 
Wagner presented a minority report 
favoring the passage of the measure 
with the salary changed so as to' get 
it in consonance with the state enact- 
ment. He moved for and succeeded 
in getting a suspension of rules to get 
his report before the body. The vote 
in favor of suspending the rules was: 
Yeas—Hamilton, Kinder, Pfleger, Pln- 
nlnger, Sarver, Schroeder, Van Swer- 
Ingen, Wagner. 
Nays—Bauer, Braun, 


Dlttoe, Felger, Haller, Rogge, Welch. 
When it came to concurrence in the 
report Kinder flopped and the motion 
was lost. 


Mr. Rogge and Mr. Felger said they 


and Mr. Wagner had agreed to the 
plan of coupling the duties with those 
of the assistant inspector and charged 
bad faith. 
Mr. Wagner said he had 


consented to this with 
the under- 


standing ' that 'It 'was to -he done if 
feasible, but had ascertained that it 
is not. 


Mr. Bauer said, that the other mem- 


bers had been the victims »f some 
sharp practices at the hands of Mr. 
Wagner and got so personal that Mr. 
Wagner asked for protection on the 
part of the chair and Mr. Bauer was 
called, but managed to' get in all he 
had to say on'the subject.
